?riti«, and in accordance with Section 202, the account 
of the liquidator was approved by the shareholders 
at a special General Meeting called Ly the liquidator 
for that purpose on December 9th, 1949, ana the liquidator 
maae a return to the Provincial Secretary of such meeting 
having been held and his account approved, end such return 
was filed in the office of the Provincial Secretary on 
December 12 th, 1949* 



Pursuant to Section 208 of the Companies’ Act, on 
the expiration of three months from the date of such 
filing, that is, on March 12th, 1950, this Company shall 
ipso facto be dissolved &ad no iG.'igor in existence. 



In tliis particular Company the Provincial Secretary 
states that it is permissible for the original Letters 
Patent and the Supplementary Letters Patent to be retained 
by The T. E/.TOii CO. Limited end not returned to tiie 
Provincial Secretary.

3. That upon making a complete examination of the books and 
records of the said Company I find that - 

(a) In ©ccordance with The Cntsrlo Companies Act notice of 
such resolution passed by you for winding up the Company 
voluntarily wan given by advert! serpent in the Ontario Garotte 
in its issue of January Oth, 1949, end was filed in the office 
of the -rovinclnl Secretory on December 31st, 1943. 

(b) The whole undertaking of the Company was amalgamated with 
the School of Physical and ’’ealth Education of the University of 
ioronto in ny 1941 and since that time the Company has not 
operated in eny way. 

(c) I.o tning we s realized from the property and assets of the 
Company os with the consent of all the shareholders and The T. 

he ton Company Mini ted, the sole creditor of the Company, ell the 
property and assets of the Company, consisting solely of cash

ferred by the Company to the University of Toronto In 1941 end

to cose into my hands as liquidator. 

(d) Nothing vas realized from ocr.tfributories liable for unpaid 
shares as nil the issued shares of the Company ere fully peid up. 

(e) Nothing has been disbursed b„* the liquidator an there are 
no outstanding debts or claims against the Company. 

(f) Nothing i« to le allowed to the said liquidator re remu- 
neration for his services. 

(g) There ere no legal costs for the said liquidator or for 
the Company end ell necessary disbursements in connection with 
winding up the nf fairs of the Company have been end lea informed 
will be peid by The T. Eaton Company Limited. 

(h) There io nothing in the liquidator’s heads available for 
distribution.

It is understood that Mr. D. F. Wilson has been 
appointed Trustee in Liquidation in respect of the Margaret 
Eaton School and that Mr. C. P. Coatsworth has cleared with 
Queen’s Park all that is necessary as far as they are con- 
cerned. 

At the present time it remains for Mr. D. F. Wilson to 
call a meeting of the shareholders to have this matter wound 
up. 

It is further understood from Mr. Coatsworth that if 
the affairs of the School are not wound up by the end of the 
1949 calendar year it will be necessary for the Margaret Eaton 
School to file returns and pay corporations tax in 1950.
